The 
cardiovascular surgeon /n Washington recommended a slightly lower level for a week 
and none for a couple of days after the operation, and that also made me uneasy. 

The surgeon in charge of the corneal part at Hopkins recommend:; hospitalizing me a 
couple of days before the operation, discontinuing the oral anticoagular-nt and keeping 
me anticoagulated at a lower level with an injected anticoagulant, heparin, until the 
surgery, with monitoring all the tine and discharge about two days after surgery, da 
of now it is tentatively scheduled for 1l/2, subject t or -m confirmation of tho two 
local doctors, to whom he is sending hisareport and from/ whom I’m to hear when they 
get it, air an examination and consultation still to cone with the l4 opkins expert on th±3. 
The danger fron anticoagulation at the time of surgery and a short while thereafter is 
that if I bleed I can lose the sight in tliat eye, ray better eye. The modern tshsn 
Techniques for this surgery are fantastic. Of the three moot corroonly U3«d they plan 
to do this by breaking the vataract up with ultrasonic vibrations and then getting 
the debris out through a hollow needle! I don't know how tills method compares with 
the o tliers in effectiveness but hhere apparently is an even lower ch nee of bleeding 
from it. With me the prospects of failure .are doubled but the odds still are not bad. 

If they were not I'd not run the risk.
